And in San Francisco, Mayor 
Shelley and people 
themselves spokesmen for the

There, too, poverty, bitterness 
and tensions continue to under- 
mine the city.

INTERESTED THIRD PARTY 

Oakland has been spared 
headlines. But those who say 
poverty, bitterness and tensions 
don’t exist here are either fools 
or special pleaders. 

The Central Labor Council is 
an interested third party with 
ties to both the rank-and-file 
minority group member and the 
leaders cf the white community. 
The Labor Council understands 
the problems of both. 

This is why its preventive pro- 
gram, quoted in fufl in this is- 
sue, deserves the attention of 
everyone concerned with peace- 
ful solution of this most impor- 
tant problem, which faces almost 
all large cities. 
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ROOTS OF TURMOIL 

So far, efforts of city govern- 
ment to work with the minority 
groups here have consisted 
largely of meetings between 
leaders of both sides. 

The Labor Council’s point that 
this is not enough is important. 
The Watts riots showed that a 
racial ghetto is largely a leader- 
less tinderbox which can explode 
when ignited by almost any 
spark.

While the council urges action 
to prevent Los Angeles - type 
riots here, neither “Los Angeles” 
nor “riots” are mentioned in the 
statement, 

Instead, a positive program for 
action is set forth. 

Following is the statement: 

“The goals of a preventive 
program must be to remove the 
causes of the bitterness that ex- 
ists in the Negro and other mi- 
nority communities and to re- 
place the feeling of alienation 
and separation with a sense of 
belonging and identification 
with our community and society. 

“To this end Oakland must: 


@ “Provide legal and civilized 
procedures for the processing of 
felt grievances, (We have this in 
employment with FEPC and only 
partially with housing.) Oakland 
needs something in the field of 
police practices and any other 
area of serious grievance staffed 
with sensitive people on a neigh- 
borhood basis. 

e@ “Street workers (after the 
pattern of Youth for Service in 
San Francisco, a private agency) 
should be started as ‘a large scale 
public program to work with 
gangs and other youth.

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Summer Work 
Project winds up 
—a major success 


The Central Labor Council’s 
Summer Work program for 
youths from four poverty target 
areas in Oakland winds up this 
week. 

In the opinion of Project Di- 
rector Paul Katz and the 20 un- 
members who. served 
foremen, the project was a ma- 
jor success. 

It not only attracted attention 


from across the nation, but it} ; 


aiso: 

@ Was the first project of its 
kind to be sponsored by a local 
labor council. 

@ Produced new attitudes and 
higher hopes among the 200 
program. He said 25 others drop- 
foremen and the non-profit 
community agencies for whom 
the youths performed a variety 
of jobs. These jobs ranged from 
cleaning up debris to construct- 
ing a 17 by 24 foot storage 
building. 

e@ Disproved many misconcep- 
tions about the potential of the 
youths — many of them high 
school dropouts, on probation, 
or from families on welfare or 
broken homes. 


“The Central Labor Council 
can be proud of the leadership 
it provided in sponsoring this 
program,” Project Director Katz 
declared in a report to delegates 
Monday night. 

COHELAN PRAISED 

Katz stressed, though, that “no 
single individual” was respon- 
sible for the success.” He praised 
those who worked on the project 
“from the top down.” 


Katz had a special word of 
thanks for Congressman Jeffery 
Cohelan (D.-Berkeley) for ex- 
pediting the $235,761 grant from 
the U.S. Office of Economic Op- 
portunity. 

The project director pointed 
out that, of the 200 youths, only 
24 had to be dropped from the 
youths, according to both the 
ped out voluntarily, a large per- 
centage of them to accept per- 
manent jobs. 


Supervisors squelch BIC cuts 


The Board of Supervisors voted 
3 to 1 last week not to cut the 
pay of Carpenters, Painters and 
other building tradesmen em- 
ployed by the county.

Labor Day, 1965, should be a 
day that we can all appreciate. 
In the year since last Labor Day, 
we have seen the people of our 
country reject the right - wing 
maunderings of the Arizona 
clothier, Barry Goldwater. We 
have seen them elect an over- 
whelmingly, intelligent Con- 
gress; and we have seen them 
choose a President who, in his 
domestic success alone, has been 
the most effective in modern 
times. 


There have been many Labor 
Days since Steamfitters No. 342 
was chartered by the United As- 
sociation in May of 1914, 

It is a long step from Labor 
Day, 1965, back to Labor Day, 
1932, when we worked seven days 
a week with no overtime, the 10 
and 12 hour day was common, 
there were no holidays, most 
people had permanent vacations 
because there were no jobs, and 
the unemployment eventually 
reached 16,000,000 in a labor 
force of only 40,000,000. The 
banks were closed, businesses 
were closing down and we had 
just come through the Republi- 
can version of prosperity, the 
Hoover Administration. Then a 
great man, F.D.R., was elected 
President; and there was hope 
again. 

From the depths of depres- 
sion came the tools with which 
our country has developed into 
the hope of the entire world. It 
is from those days of Franklin 
Roosevelt’s New Deal that we 
were given the right to organize 
through the Wagner Act. The 


entire structure of our cities, | ments. 


states and nation changed. We 
were able to speak out in an or- 
ganized manner, and many of 
Labor’s friends were elected to 
office. 


To those who think that La- 
bor Day means nothing, we ask 
you to refresh your memories, 
not to the early 1920s’ Labor 
Days, but to Labor Day in 1940, 
when this union’s journeyman 
hourly wage rate was $1.50 per 
hour with a gross of $60 per 
week and no health and welfare, 
pension plan, or apprenticeship 
and journeyman training, which 
are employer contributions. 

Compare this with our 1965 
contract, with a wage rate of 
$6.2714 per hour for journeymen, 
or a gross less deductions of $251 
per week, with health and wel- 
fare, pension plan, training pro- 
gram, employer contributions 
amounting to $.47% per hour, 
with a travel allowance of $3, $4 
and $5 per day, and subsistence 
on jobs over 40 miles of $84 per 
week. Labor has come a long 
way, bringing about a better way 
of life for its members and 
families. 

Business Representatives Lou 
Kovacevich and Bill Weber Sr., 
the office help and I are proud 
to join you in celebrating this 
Labor Day, the working man’s 
part in the development of our 
country, and this year, through 
the actions of our President, 
there is a great deal to cheer for.

Welfare trustees have full 
power to act and do not need 
any additional authority from 
anyone. Many times in an emer- 
gency such as is occurring de- 
liberate action is absolutely 
necessary. ;

The wel- 
fare of the members and their 
dependents is paramount, and 
any further delays will jeopard- 
ize their eligibility in the pro- 
gram.

Labor Day: a good time 
for us to take stock 


Labor Day is a good time to look around us and take 
stock. Organized labor in the United States is bigger than 
ever before. But many union members don't know the first 
thing about what unions are for. Ignorance breeds apathy or 
dislike. We have an educational job to do. 

There have been a lot of words wasted about labor in 
the "30s. But the fact is that many people were attracted to 
unionism then because it was a dynamic social movement — 
much as civil rights is now. The AFLCIO has fought the good 
fight for civil rights legislation in Washington, D.C. And, in 
many other ways, its record on civil rights has been good. 
But there are still all-white unions and nearly all-white unions 
right here in Alameda County. So you can hardly say we are | 
a dynamic social force for civil rights. And few unions have 
really taken the bull by the horns and used their strength to 
force employers to integrate —~ and we don’t mean token 
integration. 


The picket line is still the basic strength of unionis:

Those of us W ho eniov good wages Te) partly 
because we belong to strong, effective unions, but also partly 
because other unions have supported us when the chips were 
down and have refused to cross our picket lines. Yet we hear 
almost every week that the members of one union are going 
through another union's picket line. And, more often than not, 
the person behind this violation of the first principle of unionism 
was a union official — the one person who definitely siould 


know better. 

They talk about how strong labor is politically. The truth 
is many of the state and national officials elected from Alameda 
County owe their seats to the 1958 landslide. It is true that | 
labor finally got up on its hind legs then and fought. But recent 
events have shown that, on the state level at least, 1e of 
our representatives don't feel they have to represent us any | 
more. And it is certainly true that labor has few real friends | 
who will help the ordinary people at the local level. 

This is not what a labor paper is supposed to say on Labor 
Day. But we have printed the Labor Day statement of the 
State AFLCIO head for those who want to read that kind of | 
thing. It is a good message. And the things in it are true. It| 
is certainly true that there are many good things to be said. | 
We have said some of them ourselves at various times in this | 
column. 


But it just occurred to us that maybe somebody should 
take a closer look at the state of unionism today. 


We hesitate to write the kind of things we did above 
because there are always exceptions. 


In Alameda County, for instance, we think there are a 
few union leaders who still view unionism as a dynamic social 
force. And a few unions have fought hard for civil rights. We 
think our Central Labor Council has done more in this field 
than most similar bodies. And its now-concluding Summer 
Work Program has certainly been a meaningful attack against 
minority group poverty in Oakland. 


As for educating union members in the principles of un- 
° : ° . ° * H 
ionism, the Bay Counties District Council of Carpenters has an! 
outstanding program, though so far it covers only apprentices. 

Likewise, our Central Labor Council has taken on inter- 
national unions and some other pretty tough opponents to 
preserve the sanctity of a picket line.

And, as for labor political action, Alameda County unions 
have done more than most. We have done a great deal. 

But everywhere there is room for improvement. And we 
hope our words will be taken in the spirit in which they were 
meant. The way to make labor live up to its potential — which 
is tremendous — is for more people to think, care and take part.

STATE AFLCIO CHIEF’S 
LABOR DAY MESSAGE

Labor Day 1965 — a time for 
travel and for summer's last 
vacation — is also a time for 
serious reflection. 

Great changes have occurred 
since the first Monday in Sep- 
tember was proclaimed a nation- 
al holiday before the turn of this 
century. Times and conditions 
have altered, but the reason for 
Labor Day has not. 


Labor Day is a symbol to 
working men everywhere and a 
memorial to the men and women 
of earlier years whose dedication 
and sacrifice created today’s la- 
bor movement. 


Labor Day is the time to re- 
flect upon the road we have 
traveled and it is a time to look 
forward to the path we must 
take. 

This day is symbolic of the 
tremendous strides we in the la- 
bor movement have made. Only 
a short time ago the right to or- 
ganize and bargain collectively, 
reasonable hours of work, the 
attainment of decent, liveable 
wages, protection against job- 
lessness and injury both on and 
off the job, paid vacations, and 
pension programs for our old age 
did not exist. They are relatively 
new developments, though many 
of us now take them for granted. 

This holiday is also the time 
to review the gains we have 
made since Labor Day, 1964. 
Since that date working men of 
good faith everywhere joined 
hands in overwhelmingly repu- 
diating the extremists at the 
ballot box. As a consequence tre- 
mendous strides have been made 
in improving the general stand- 
ard of living. 

@ Medical care for the aged 
was enacted, providing the nec- 
essary security upon retirement. 

@ A national commitment to 
wage a “war on poverty” is un- 
derway; this program will give 
hope where none existed, to 
those living in poverty and de- 
gradation. 

@ New education legislation is 
on the books. 

@ New tax cut, removing re- 
gressive excise taxes on many 
commodities, is in effect. 

@ The new voting rights bill 
is a major step toward the full 
participation of minority groups 
in the nation’s political and eco- 
nomic life. 

@ The new housing bill will 


improve the standard of living | 
of millions of wage earners: the 
new cabinet level Department of | 
Housing will mean that our large | 


cities and their suburban areas | 


will receive the attention they 
sorely need. 


@ We are on the threshold of | 
Section | 


seeing the infamous 
14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act 
repealed. This necessary action 
will affirm and improve our free 
collective bargaining process, 
and remove much disharmony 
and dissension from the bar- 
gaining table. 

Despite these gains there is 
no room for complacency for 
many battles are yet to be won. 
On Labor Day we must rededi- 
cate ourselves to those prin- 
ciples for which organized labor 
has always fought. 


@ Despite recent improve- 
ments the nation is still faced 
with heavy unemployment and 
in California unemployment is 
rising even though nationally it 
has fallen. 


e@ Still far too many people 
live below the “poverty line” and 
another large block live in what 
is commonly called deprivation. 


@ We must bring farm workers 
into the 20th century by remov- 
ing the vestiges of second-class 
citizenship that surround them. 
They must be given the right to 
bargain collectively, and be pro- 
vided minimum wage protection, 
unemployment insurance, and 
the other measures so obviously 
lacking today. 


e@ New and imaginative pro- 
grams must begin to combat the 
perils of automation so that the 
threat of massive unemployment 
does not become a reality. 

e@ Realistic and far sighted 
job-training programs that keep 
labor’s skills abreast of techno- 
logical change are necessary. 

@ Racial discrimination and 
the tremendous costs flowing 
from it in the fields of employ- 
ment, housing and education 
must be overcome. 


e@ And we in the labor move- 
ment must expand our organiz- 
ing activities so that the millions 
of workers now unorganized may 
enjoy the benefits of union 
membership. 

These are only a few of the 
goals we must set for ourselves 
on this Labor Day.
